Economic  growth  rate 
slows  in  third  quarter 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  U.S.  eco¬ 
nomic  growth  from  July  through 
September  slumped  lo  its  lowest  pace 
since  the  last  recession,  the  govern¬ 
ment  said  Tuesday,  leaving  analysts 
to  debate  whether  the  slowdown 
threatens  a  new  recession  oris  just  a 
temporary  lull. 

The  Commerce  Department  said 
the  gross  national  product  —  the 
country’s  total  output  of  goods  and 
services  —  grew  at  a  sluggish  1.8  per¬ 
cent  during  the  third  quartei . 

This  represented  a  marked  drop 
from  growth  in  the  first  half  of  the 
year,  when  the  economy  zoomed 
along  at  rates  of  10. 1  percent  in  the 
first  ouarter  and  7.1  percent  in  the 
second  quarter. 

In  another  sign  of  economic  weak¬ 
ness,  the  government  also  said  hous¬ 
ing  construction  fell  by  9.8  percent  in 
October,  putting  starts  at  an  annual 
rate  of  1.52  million  units,  the  lowest 
since  December  1982.

ists  warned  of  rising  unemployment 
and  a  growing  threat  of  a  recession. 

The  administration  had  been  fore¬ 
casting  a  rebound  in  growth  to  above 
4  percent  in  the  final  three  months  of 
the  year.  But  last  week  administra¬ 
tion  economists  said  fourth  quarter 
growth  was  likely  to  be  below  3  per¬ 


cent  effective  Wednesday.  The  drop, 
from  13  percent,  marked  the  third 
time  since  August  that  VA  mortgage 
rates  have  been  lowered. 

There  has  also  been  about  a  2  per¬ 
centage  point  drop  in  other  interest 
rates  since  Labor  Day  brought  about 
by  an  easing  in  monetary  policy  by  the 
Federal  Reserve  Board. 

The  slowdown  in  growth  also  had  a 
negative  impact  on  corporate  profits 
in  the  third  quarter.  The  Commerce 
Department  said  in  a  separate  report 
that  after-tax  profits  fell  by  7.3  per¬ 


cent  after  a  0.3  percent  fall  in  the 
second  quarter. 

The  Commerce  report  blamed  the 
third  quarter  GNP  slowdown  pri¬ 
marily  on  a  drop  in  consumer  spend- 
ing  and  the  country's  worsening  trade 
deficit. 

While  personal  consumption  spend¬ 
ing  was  advancing  at  an  annual  rate  of 
7.9  percent  in  the  second  quarter, 
that  increase  had  slowed  to  0.6  per¬ 
cent  in  the  third  quarter. 

But  foreign  imports  increased  at  an 
annual  rate  of  65.5  percent  in  the 
third  quarter,  compared  with  an  8 
percent  pace  in  the  second  quarter. 
U.S.  sales  were  also  up,  but  at  a  much 
slower  rate  of  8.8  percent  compared 
to  a  decline  of  0,5  percent  in  the 
second  quarter.  The  high  dollar  has 
been  blamed  for  what  will  be  the 
country’s  worst  trading  year  in  his- 
trqy. 

The  1.9  percent  growth  rate  in  the 
third  quarter  was  a  revision  from  an 
estimate  based  on  preliminary  daw 
last  month  of  2.7  percent. 


Academy  buyer  plans  renovation 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  A 
growing  number  of  boosters  are 
pressing  government  officials  to 
make  a  strong  bid  to  bring  the  17th 
Winter  Olympic  Games  to  Utah  in 
1996. 

But  opponents  say  the  Games  could 
bring  drastic  changes  in  Utah's  char¬ 
acter,  image,  environment  and  quali¬ 
ty  of  life. 

Hosting  the  world’s  largest  and 
most  prestigious  winter  sports  com¬ 
petition  would  impact  nearly  every 
Wasatch  Front  hamlet,  town  ana 
city. 

The  fears  are  that  the  event  would 
create  huge  transit  problems  and 
overwhelming  damage  to  the 
Wasatch  Front’s  sensitive  canyon  en¬ 
vironments,  and  the  possibility  of  tax¬ 
payers  being  stuck  with  Olyplc-size 
bills.  The  cost  of  holding  the  1996 
Winter  Games  easily  could  top  $400

“The  Olympics  have  a  very  great 
potential  for  devastating  the  city,  for 
totally  changing  it,"  warned  Alexis 
Kelner,  a  Sierra  Club  member  and  ski 
book  author  who  fought  against  Salt 
Lake  City’s  unsuccessful  bid  to  host 
the  1976  Winter  Games.  Those  Games 
initially  were  awarded  to  Denver,  but 
ultimately  were  held  in  Innsbruck, 
Austria.

A  Provo  resident  and  well-known  author  has 
purchased  the  historic  Provo  Academy  Square  for 
future  renovation  and  preservation  as  a  cultural 
center  and  office  complex. 

Local  businessman  Robert  G.  Allen,  made  the 
announcement  at  a  press  conference  Tuesday  after¬ 
noon.  Allen  said  the  building  was  purchased  for 
$1.4  million  from  Security  Agencies  Ltd.  of 
Canada. 

There  had  been  speculation  the  building  would  be 
tom  down  after  the  Provo  City  Council  made  a 
decision  to  locate  a  planned  city  library  near  the 
city  center,  instead  of  in  the  Academy  Square 
building. 

However,  many  legitimate  offers  were  made  to 
the  previous  owners  before  Allen’s  offer  was 
accepted,  according  to  the  seller's  spokesman 
Myrle  Astro pe.  Reportedly,  the  previous  owners 
turned  downhigher  offers  for  the  property  because 
Allen's  intentions  for  the  building  were  more  com¬ 
munity  focused. 

“Our  main  goal  for  Academy  Square  was  to  pre¬ 
serve  the  structure,”  Aatrope  said.  “We  feel  the 
community  deserves  to  have  the  buildings  pre¬ 
served,  and  we  feel  the  Allen  Group  will  do  just 
that.” 

The  Allen  Group  is  an  educational  firm  based  in 
Provo.  It  has  developed  educational  programs 
taught  to  more  than  40,000  people  each  year  in 
seminars  and  conferences  across  the  United  States. 
Allen  is  chairman  of  the  group  and  his  brother 
Richard  is  president. 

Allen  vowed  he  would  restore  the  building.  “It 
will  cost  a  lot  of  money,  but  it  will  be  done  right."

Olympians  banned 
from  future  events 

TOKYO  (AP)  -  When  five 
Japanese  swimmers  dabbled  in  mari¬ 
juana,  it  caused  more  than  just  a  rip¬ 
ple.  Not  only  were  they  banned  from 
future  competition,  the  head  of 
Japan’s  Amateur  Swimming  Federa¬ 
tion  and  five  coaches  resigned  to 
accept  some  of  the  blame. 

The  disciplinary  actions  against  the 
swimmers,  four  of  whom  were  mem¬ 
bers  of  Japan's  Olympic  team,  empha¬ 
sized  the  seriousness  with  which  drug 
use,  even  of  a  minor  nature,  is  viewed 
in  Japanese  society.

Massive  manhunt 
ends  in  success 

NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  The  hugest 
and  most  successful  manhunt  in  U.S. 
history,  spanning  eight  states  and  in¬ 
cluding  four  undercover  stings,  has 
led  to  the  capture  of  3,309  fugitives. 
Attorney  General  William  French 
Smith  said  Tuesday. 

The  joint  two-month  effort  was 
coordinated  by  the  U.S.  Marshals 
Service,  with  participation  by  officers 
from  more  than  50  other  federal,  state 
and  local  agencies  along  the  Eastern 
Seaboard. 

Those  apprehended  by  the  225- 
member  task  force  were  named  in 
5,080  felony  warrants,  ranging  from 
first-degree  murder  and  rape  to 
narcotics,  weapons  and  robbery 
charges,  according  to  Marshals  Ser¬ 
vice  Director  Stanley  E.  Morris.

Thanksgiving  a  feast 
of  love,  not  just  food

It  is  through  sharing  thatpeople 
most  eloquently  express  Thank¬ 
sgiving  to  Heavenly  Father,  said 
John  B.  Stohlton  at  BYU’s  tradi¬ 
tional  Thanksgiving  Devotional 
assembly. 

Stohlton,  assistant  executive 
vice  president  of  auxiliary  services 
at  B YU,  stressed  the  importance  of 
observing  Thanksgiving.  He  said  it 
is  a  symptom  of  the  present  that  the 
holiday  has  lost  much  of  its  spiritual 
flavor. 

Thanksgiving  is  too  often  cele¬ 
brated  through  "consumption 
rather  than  spiritual  featts  of  love, 
gratitude  and  sharing,"  Stohlton 
said.  “We  have  lost  the  custom  of 
sharing  the  blessings  of  God’s  pro¬ 
vidence  with  those  who  are  in 
need." 

This  lack  of  true  spiritual  basis 
for  the  holiday  hasn't  always  been, 
Stohlton  said.  The  first  Thanksgiv¬ 
ing  was  celebrated  by  the  pilgrims 
in  the  fall  of  1621. 

Almost  half  of  Plymouth's  origin¬ 
al  101  settlers  died  during  the  se¬ 
vere  winter  of  1620.  Those  who  sur¬ 
vived  had  to  learn  how  to  make  a  life 
in  the  harsh  new  land,  he  said. 

They  were  rewarded  for  their 
diligence  by  reaping  a  bounteous 
harvest  in  the  fall  of  1621.  A  grate¬ 
ful  Gov.  Bradford  proclaimed  a 
three-day  period  of  fasting  and 
celebrations  to  celebrate  the  suc¬ 
cessful  harvest.  This  started  the 
tradition  of  Thanksgiving. 

Stohlton  said  the  first  and  many 
subsequent  celebrations  of  Thank¬ 
sgiving  focused  upon  man's  rela¬ 
tionship  and  dependence  on  his 
Heavenly  Father. 

When  George  Washington  estab¬ 
lished  the  1789  Thanksgiving 
celebration,  he  proclaimed,  “It  is

the  duty  of  all  nations  to  acknow¬ 
ledge  the  providence  of  almighty 
God,  to  obey  his  will,  to  be  grateful 
for  his  benefits  .  .  .  that  we  may 
then  all  unite  in  rendering  unto  him 
our  sincere  and  humble  thanks  for 
his  kind  care  and  protection  of  the 
people  of  this  county." 

■“Thanksgiving  is  the  essence  of 
the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,"  Stohl¬ 
ton  said.  Even  the  most  cursory 
reading  of  the  scriptures  should 
prove  this. 

King  Benjamin  clearly  taught  of 
its  importance  when  he  stressed  to 
his  people:  “Oh  how  you  ought  to 
thank  your  heavenly  King!  I  say 
unto  you,  my  brethren,  that  if  you 
should  render  all  the  thanks  and 
praise  which  your  whole  soul  has 
power  to  possess,  to  that  God  who 
has  created  you,  and  has  kept  and 
preserved  you,  and  has  caused  that 
ye  should  live  in  peace  one  with 
another  ...  ye  would  be  unprofit¬ 
able  servants." 

"As  we  plan  our  Thanksgiving 
celebrations,"  Stohlton  said,  "we 
sould  contemplate  the  blessings  we 
enjoy. 


LDS  Church  joins 
nation's  efforts 
to  help  Ethiopia 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
has  joined  ranks  with  other  organizations  to  aid 
famine-striken  Ethiopia,  officials  said. 

Ethiopia,  burdened  by  a  drought  causing  millions 
to  starve,  can  expect  reUef  from  the  LDS  Church  in 
the  form  of  monetary  contributions.  The  ftmds  will 
be  appropriated  from  donations  by  members  of  the 
church  and  contributed  to  an  international  relief 
agency,  said  Glenn  L.  Pace,  managing  director  of 
welfare  services. 

“At  the  direction  of  the  First  Presidency  and  the 
Presiding  Bishopric  we  are  contributing  through  an 
international  relief  agency  with  the  stipulation  that 
the  money  be  used  to  buy  food  for  those  people  in 
Ethiopia  who  have  the  greatest  need  and  lor  use  in 
transporting  available  food  to  them,"  Pace  said. 

Contibutions  for  Ethiopia  will  come  from  the 
church's  fast  offering  ftmds. 

Church  officials  did  not  release  the  amount  of 
money  being  contributed  nor  the  extent  of  time  the 
contibutions  will  continue,  although  the  church  did 
request  a  report  on  how  the  contributions  arc  being 
used. 

Officials  of  the  church  did  not  name  the  relief 
agency  through  which  they  will  contribute  the 
funds,  to  avoid  singling  out  one  of  the  number  of 
reputable  organizations  involved  in  the  relief 
effort. 

'Those  members  who  want  to  do  more  are  en¬ 
couraged  to  do  so,"  said  Don  LeFevre,  manager  of 
press  relations.  The  church  does  not  want  to  influ¬ 
ence  a  member's  choice  of  an  agency  by  “singling  it 
out." 

The  contributions  are  part  of  an  effort  to  relieve 
Ethiopia's  starving  population,  one  million  of  whom 
are  expected  to  die  of  famine  this  year,  according  to 
a  recent  report  in  Newsweek  magazine.

Safety  commission  begins 
campaign  for  toy  safety 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  As  the 
holiday  season  nears,  the  government 
Tuesday  added  a  new  caveat  to  an  old 
warning  —  let  the  buyer  bew-re  of 
toys  that  could  pose  a  threat  to  the 
safety  of  children. 

“Consumers  make  the  difference" 

was  the  message  as  the  Couuraer 

Product  Safety  Commission  launched 
its  fourth  annual  holiday  toy  safety 
campaign,  complete  with  balloons, 
festive  music,  Santa  Claus  and  col¬ 
orfully  wrapped  girt  boxes  containing 
Michael  J ackson  dolls  for  about  a  half 
dozen  school  children. 

Sixteen  children  died  and  118,000 
others  were  injured  in  toy-related 
accidents  in  1983,  according  to  CPSC 
figures.  A  year  earlier,  toys  were  HP 
volved  in  17  deaths  and  123,000  in¬ 
juries. 

The  commission  chairman,  Nancy 
Harvey  Steorts,  said  the  downward 
trend  was  "encouraging"  but  that  the 
number  is  “still  too  high." 

Declaring  that  a  majority  of  the 
toys  in  the  marketplace  are  safe,  she 
said,  “The  most  common  type  of  acci¬ 
dent  occurred  not  because  there  was 
anything  wrong  with  the  toy,  but  be¬ 
cause  the  toy  was  -not  being  used 
safely. 

“Most  of  the  injuries  are  from  mis¬ 
use  and  a  lack  of  supervision,"  she 


right  for  the  child's  age.  A  toy  de¬ 
signed  for  a  5-year-old,  for  example, 

could  have  small  parts  that  pose  a 

choking  hazard  to  a  2-year-ola. 

She  issued  a  specific  warning  about 
balloons,  noting  that  over  the  last  10 
years,  balloons  have  been  Involved  in 
the  deaths  of  more  than  80  children. 

Balloons  that  are  deflated  or  pop¬ 
ped  pose  a  choking  hazard  to  young 
children,  Steorts  said. 

Steorts  said  the  commission  staff 
was  "constantly  monitoring”  the  mar¬ 
ketplace  in  search  of  unsafe  toys.  But 
she  also  asked  consumers  to  ask  the 
commission  any  questions  they  might 
have  about  the  safety  of  a  particular 
toy. 

Commissioner  Terence  M.  Scanlon* 
said  $4  billion  in  toys  would  be  sold 
between  Thanksgiving  and 

Christmas 

All  told,  1.7  billion  toys  were  sold 
last  year,  according  to  Douglas 
Thompson,  president  of  the  Toy 
Manufacturers  of  America. 

He  said  the  decrease  in  the  number 
of  toy-related  injuries  indicates  "real 
progress." 

The  commission  said  that  when 
shopping  for  an  infant  or  a  toddler, 
consumers  should  avoid  toys  with  lit¬ 
tle  parts  or  long  strings  that  shoot  or 
propel  objects.  As  a  rule  of  thumb. 
Scanlon  said,  the  base  of  squeeze  toys 
should  be  no  smaller  than  the  child's

Amid  the  hoopla 
ranking,  No.  I  in  America,  lurks  a 
Thanksgiving  weekend  opponent 
with  one  of  the  worst  records  in 
America. 

But  hold  on,  folks.  These  guys  come 
from  Logan. 

Going  into  the  last  encounter  of  the 
regular  season,  Coach  LaVell  Ed¬ 
wards'  11-0  squad  isn't  about  to  take 
any  chances  against  Utah  State.  The 
Aggies,  coming  off  a  36-20  loss  to 
UNLV  last  week,  which  dropped . 
their  record  to  1-9  on  the  season,  have 
a  certain  way  of  challenging  the 
powerhouse  Cougars.  It’s  called  play- 
mg  above  your  head. 

Take  last  year,  for  instance.  The 
Aggies  (who  ended  the  season  5-6) 
journeyed  down  to  Provo  to  face  the 
once-beaten  Cougars  in  what  was 
forecast  to  be  a  blowout.  With  the 
Aggies  leading  21-17  at  halftime, 
BY u  had  to  be  wondering  for  whom 
the  blowout  was  intended. 

The  Cougars  drove  67  yards  late  in 
the  fourth  quarter,  capped  off  by 
Steve  Young's  winning  touchdown 
with  11  seconds  on  the  clock,  to 
escape  with  «  38-34  heart-stopping 
victory.  What  does  Utah  State’s  head 
coach  feed  his  boys  on  game  day, 
anyway? 

Apparently  it’s  something  more 
than  cereal.  Along  with  their  series 
lead  of  32-24-3,  the  Aggies  upset  the 
Cougars  just  two  years  ago  in  Logan 
and  are  looking  forward  to  taking  on 
the  undefeated  Cougars. 

Coach  Chris  Pella,  who  is  in  his 
second  year  at  the  Aggie  helm,  said 
his  team  isn’t  finding  it  terribly  diffi¬ 
cult  to  get  up  for  Saturday’s  game. 

“It  doesn't  take  a  lot  of  motivational 
psychology  to  get  ready  for  BYU . . . 
We’ve  got  everything  to  rain  and  no¬ 
thing  to  lose,"  said  the  Utah  State 
mentor. 

“If  we  don’t  beat  ourselves,  I  think 
we  can  make  it  a  very  competitive 


can  compete  with  a  good  team. 
Although  their  efforts  totaled  up  to  a 
loss,  the  Aggies  dominated  PCAA 
champ  UNLV  statistically  in  every 
aspect  but  the  score. 

Guiding  the  Aggies'  offense  will  be 
a  former  BYU  player,  Gym  Kimball. 
Kimball,  a  senior,  has  completed  50 
percent  of  his  passes  this  year  for 

more  than  1,300  yards. 


Edwards,  whose  teams  have  suf¬ 
fered  five  losses  against  the  Aggies 
during  his  12  years  as  Cougar  head 
coach,  is  cautious  of  the  Aggies  de¬ 
spite  their  less-than-glamorous 

season. 

“When  we  play  Utah  State  it's  al¬ 
ways  like  the  seventh  game  of  the 
World  Series,"  he  said.  He  also  re¬ 
fuses  to  look  past  the  game  in  light  of 
BYU’s  national  ranking. 

"Perhaps  I  can  think  more  about  it 
(the  ranking)  if  and  when  we  get  over 
Saturday’s  game.” 

Yes,  Saturday's  game.  The  rivalry 
has  been  known  for  being  a  physical 
contest,  plagued  with  imuries.  Last 
year’s  game  was  especially  physical, 
with  Cougar  stars  Gordon  Hudson 
and  Steve  Young  taking  the  worst  of 
it.  Young  suffered  a  concussion,  and 
Hudson  was  put  out  for  the  rest  of  the 
year  with  a  knee  injury.  Add  to  that  a 
broken  clavicle  suffered  by  receiver 
Mike  Eddo,  and  you  realize  the 
Aggies  are  capable  of  inflicting  pain  to 
the  opposition. 

As  far  as  Utah  State’s  season  is  con¬ 
cerned,  it  hasn't  been  good.  Losses  to 
USC  and  TCU  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  didn't  help  the  Aggies  get  off  to  a 
good  8 tart,  and  it  wasn't  until  the 
seventh  game  of  the  season  that  they 
were  able  to  register  a  win.  And  that 
win  came  against  “the  UTEP  of  the 
PCAA,”  Pacific  University.  Since 
then,  the  Aggies  have  lost  three 
straight. 

One  legitimate  excuse  Utah  State 
can  use  for  its  mediocre  season  is  the 
amount  of  top  players  who  have  been 
put  out  with  Injuries.  While  BYU  will 
be  starting  with  the  same  lineup  that 
it  used  against  Pittsburgh,  USU’s 
lineup  will  include  about  five  new 


few  other  notes  on  Saturday’s 
game  are  worth  mentioning.  For  17 
BYU  seniors,  Saturday  will  mark 
their  last  game  in  Cougar  stadium. 
Robbie  Bosco  will  also  have  the 
chance  to  claim  two  NCAA  records 
during  the  game.  Those  records  are 

for  most  games  and  moat  consecutive 
games  gaining  200  yards  or  more  of 
total  offense  in  one  season. 

BYU’s  stadium  will  also  welcome 
the  millionth  fan  to  enter  its  gates  • 
since  the  stadium  was  opened  three 
years  ago.  That  fan  will  receive  an 
array  of  gifts,  including  a  new  color 
TV  and  a  trip  to  the  Holiday  Bowl.

Eyestone  wins  nationals 

Cougar  men's  team  finishes  15th,  women  6th

Not  only  did  BYU's  football  team  become 
No.  1  in  the  nation  Monday,  but  so  did  BYU 
cross  country  runner  Ed  Eyestone. 

Eyestone,  who  has  lost  only  one  race  in  two 
years,  put  the  icing  on  the  cake  by  winning  the 
10,000-metcr  course  at  University  Park,  Pa. , 
in  29:28.8  seconds. 

“We're  both  No.  1,”  Eyestone  said  about  his 
national  crown  and  the  football  team’s  No.  1 
ranking. 

After  having  an  undefeated  season  this  year, 
the  only  race  left  for  Eyestone  to  win  was  the 
national  championship. 

‘To  tell  the  truth,  I  would  have  been  dis¬ 
appointed  if  I  had  not  won  it,”  he  said.  “There 
was  a  lot  of  pressure." 

Before  the  race  Eyestone  carefully  calcu¬ 
lated  his  plan  of  attack  that  would  be  needed  to 
win  the  race,  and  his  calculations  helped  him 
win  the  championship. 

“Going  into  the  race,  I  determined  I  wanted 
to  make  my  move  at  the  Ski-mile  mark,  where 
the  course  goes  downhill,"  he  said. 

According  to  BYU  cross  cotin  try  coach  Sher- 
ald  James,  Eyestone's  win  was  the  first  time  in 
BYU  history  that  anyone  has  won  an  individual 
national  title  in  cross  country. 

“It  was  superb,"  said  James.  “Ed  broke 
away  at  the  four-mile  mark,  and  no  one  chal¬ 
lenged  him  after  that" 

Eyestone's  closest  competition  was  Richard 
O’Flynn,  of  Providence  College,  who  came  in 
second  with  a  time  of  29:35. E, 

The  Cougars  finished  15th  as  a  team.  BYU’s 
other  top  individual  finishers  were  Lin  What- 
cott,  who  crossed  the  tape  72nd  in  the  race,  and 
Steve  Chipman,  who  finished  79th  out  of  nearly 
200  runners. 

The  women's  cross  country  team  enjoyed  an 
equally  productivcday  at  the  races  as  It 
finished  sixth  overall  in  the  5,000  meter. 

“The  level  of  competition  was  just  incredi¬ 
ble.  But  team  members  went  out  and  ran  their 
hardest,  and  they  did  a  great  job,"  said  BYU’s 
women  coach  Patrick  Shane.  “There  were  only 
49  seconds  between  our  first  and  fifth  runners, 
and  running  that  close  against  this  caliber  of 
competition  is  extremly  difficult." 

Jill  Holiday  achieved  All- America  status  in 
the  race  after  finishing  23rd,  crossing  the  tape 
with  a  16:58.1  time. - 


Unless  a  miracle  occurs  between  now  and  Satur¬ 
day,  No.  1  BYU  will  face  the  6-5  Michigan  Wolver¬ 
ines  in  the  Holiday  Bowl. 

According  to  Stan  Bates,  assistant  to  the  execu¬ 
tive  director  of  the  Holiday  Bowl  Committee, 
Michigan  will,  in  all  likelihood,  be  the  Cougars'  foe 
next  month  in  San  Diego. 

When  the  Southeastern  Conference  voted  to  ban 
Florida  from  post-season  play,  the  Holiday  Bowl's 
first  choice,  Auburn  became  unavailable. 

“Michigan  always  has  good  teams,"  Bates  skid 
Monday,  “but  they  have  had  a  tremendous  injury 
problem  this  year." 

Names  such  as  Notre  Dame,  Penn  State  and 
Iowa  have  all  popped  up  in  the  last  72  hours  as 
possibilities  for  the  Hobday  Bowl,  but  all  declined 
because  of  final  exam  schedules  that  prohibit  them 
from  going  to  San  Diego  that  early. 

One  team  that  the  committee  could  have  consi¬ 
dered  is  Nebraska.  Although  it  would  be  better  to 
pit  the  No.  1  and  No.  2  teams  against  each  other, 
the  eighth-ranked  Huskers'  9-2  record  looks  much 
moie  impressive  than  the  unranked  Wolverines' 
6-6.  Their  loss  to  Oklahoma  Saturday  evidently 
eliminated  them  from  the  Orange  Bowl  picture,  but 
left  them  wide  open  to  accept  invitations  from  any 
other  bovfl. 


“We  have  not  heard  anything  from  the  Hobday 
Bowl,”  said  Nebraska  Sports  Information  Director 
Don  Bryant  on  Monday,  “but  we'd  have  to  consider 
a  shot  at  the  nation's  top  team  if  they  we  did  get  an 
invitation  from  them." 

When  asked  if  he  would  consider  a  game  with 
BYU,  Nebraska  head  football  coach  Tom  Osborne 
said,  “I  am  really  good  friends  with  (BYU  head 
coach)  LaveU  (Edwards)  and  would  love  to  play  his 
team." 

Would  money  be  a  factor? 

“Money  probably  would  not  be  the  deciding  foe- 
tor,"  Osborne  said. 

Bryant  said  that  the  school  was  expecting  to 
meet  with  Hobday  Bowl  officials  last  Saturday  in 
Lincoln,  Neb.,  at  the  Oklahoma  game,  but  that  no 
representative  showed  up. 

Upon  hearing  that  Nebraska  would  consider 
coming,  Hobday  Bowl  executivedlrector  John  Reid 
said,  “We  did  not  send  an  invitation  to  Nebraska 
because  we  understood  they  had  a  commitment  to 
the  Sugar  BowL" 

"We  aren't  committed  to  anyone  at  this  point,” 
Bryant  said.  “We're  still  listening  to  offers." 

Bates  said,  "We  were  so  anxious  to  get  the  best 
team,  that  maybe  we  spent  too  much  time  with  the 
ones  that  were  undecided." 

So,  as  the  Hobday  Bowl  moguls  were  busy  “nego¬ 
tiating”  with  the  nation’s  top-rated  teams,  other 
committees  spent  their  time  getting  them.

Computers  record 
and  transmit  the  exact  location  and 
movement  of  each  vehicle  to  the 
center. 

Radio  communications  between 
commanders  and  their  soldiers  are  re¬ 
corded  to  expose  strengths  and  weak¬ 
nesses  of  communications  during  a 
battle. 

The  purpose  of  the  training  center 
is  to  be  able  to  study  a  battle  over  a 
large  area,  Pratt  said.
